Attention Teachers!

ARTWORK: Each teacher should submit one completed “Art Entry Sheet”, enclosed. Attach a typed
list of all students submitting artwork. Please do not list students who are not participating in the art
category. Special note for groups: Group entries must include a typed list of each group member,
school, teacher name.

ESSAYS: Each teacher should submit one completed “Essay Entry Sheet”, enclosed. Attach a typed
list of all students submitting essays. Please do not list students who are not participating in the essay
category.

Art Rules

A label with the following information must be securely affixed to the lower back corner of each art
entry, so it is out of view of judges: student name (or group member names), school, teacher (include
art teacher and classroom teacher, if applicable)

There are two, separate art categories and winners will be chosen in each: 2-D and 3-D.

Size Limitations

Please be careful to observe size limitations. ltems oversized will not be eligible for awards. Two-
dimensional media may not exceed 24 inches on each side. 2D media includes drawing, painting,
printmaking, collage, photography, and mixed media.

Three-dimensional media may not exceed 24 inches in height, width, or depth. 3D artwork needs to be
securely mounted to a firm, flat support. Sponsors are not responsible for damage of artwork during
shipping or handling. Loose items may be subject to loss or damage.

Group projects are encouraged. Groups must consist of 3-5 students. Group projects may not ex-
ceed 36 inches in height, width, or depth.

Judges will give special consideration to projects that utilize natural and/or recycled materials but
please do not include live, potted plants or any food items, such as peanuts.

Essay Rules

A label with the following information must be securely affixed to a lower, back corner of each essay:
name of student, school, and teacher. Essays, handwritten or typed, should be no more than 500
words in length and submitted on 8 72 x 11 inch paper. Longer essays will not be eligible for awards.
Please encourage double-sided pages but do not use staples, folders, or binders.

Digital entries are encouraged! Accepted formats include .doc, .docx, or .rtf.
